Whena 
state committee had been selected for the 
purpose of organization Mr. Bryan addressed 
the conference, giving the action his hearty 
indorsement and arraigning the gold dem- 
ocrats who left the party in 1896 in the se- 
verest terms. 

The gold men, realizing that harmony was 
out of the question, made little effort to 
thwart the purposes of Mr. Bryan and be- 
came quiet observers of the scenes. Few 
would admit that they had expected the 
meeting would result in a harmonious un- 
derstanding and the renſut was accepted asa 
matter of course.

New Federal Building Slighted 
‘More: and More as Stories 
Are Added.

* 


An inspection of the new federal building 
yesterday revealed that conditions are even 


to make an investigation. Even the report 
made to the secretary of the treasury, how- 
ever, is considered sufficient to cause the 
removal of Architect Henry Ives Cobb. 

Yesterday’s inspection showed that the 
charge that ‘six point” granite is being 
used instead of eight point, as provided 
in the specifications, is the truth but not 
the whole truth. Some of the work runs 
as low as “three point.“ 

Not only is the workmanship inferior to 
that called for in the spettfications, but in 
cases the huge blocks have been dam- 
aged in dling, the broken parts have been 
patched and botched by means of what is 
known technically as dutchmen,“ whicn 
are pieces of stone sawed out to fit the dam- 
aged part and * cemented into place. 

Eight point cut is 
stone on which tien workman has made eight 
cuts with his chisel in smoothing down the 
surface. Each blew of the mallet leaves a 
ridge on the face of the stone, and it is by 


inch that the clase in which the stone be- 
longs can be determined. Three cut 
granite, for instance, is an inferior ana 
cheap grade. | 
Grows Worse on Each Story. | 

It is easy to find six, five, four, and even 
three cut stone in the new postoffice. In 
fact, it is difficult to find any eight point 
stone except on the outside of the building. 

On the outside of the first story of the 
building the specifications are strictly fol- 
lowed, and all of the granite is 
point.” On the inside of the window led 
and on the jambs the cutting is slightly un- 
der that prescribed, but might easily pass 
inspection. 

On the second floor the outside granite is 
about equal to that used on the inside of the 
first story, but on this floor all of the stone 
used on the inside is clearly six point.” 

On the third floor six point is common, 


corners flve and four cut stone has been used. 
The higher the building goes the poorer 
becomes the quality of the work. On the 
fourth floor four and five cut granite pre- 
dominates, with a sprinkling of what is al- 
most three cut stone.

He admitted reluctantly that some of

was not up to the standard required by the 
specifications.

KEEP FACTS FROM POLICE 


U. u. Castleman Serious] y Wound- 
ed and May Die; Labor 
Leader Arrested. 


During a struggle between rival branches 


of the two factions engaged in a revolver 
fight last night and M. M. Castleman, a labor 
organizer, probably was fatally: shot. His 
assailant escaped and the police are not cer- 
tain of his identity. They were told that 
another man also was shot during the fight, 
but have not located him. . 

The struggle occurred in the office of 
Charles Hanke, secretary of the Brickmak- 
‘ers’ union; at 124 South Clark street, and 
after being wounded Castleman filed through 
two rooms in which many union men had 
gathered and along Clark. and Madison 
streets to a store at 144 Madison street. The 
man was bleeding from three bullet * 
and was waving two revolvers, 


| Begs Police to Shield Him. 


" Castleman was followed by a crowd ofthe 
er men, scores of spectators, and two po- 
icemen until he sought refuge in the store, 
There he was found in a rear room, and he 
pleaded with the policemén to protect him 
from his pursuers, Who he declared were 
seeking to kill him. 

When the Central station police were noti- 
fied of the shooting, half a dozen detectives 
were hurried to the labor headquarters, but 
the principals had disappeared and the score 
of labor men remaining about the place plead- 
ed ignorance of any details of the affair. 

Bloodstains were found about the floor, and 
there was evidence that more than one man 
had been injured, but no trace of the man 
could be secured. It was an hour before the 
police could learn the names of the men who 
had quarreled with Castleman. At the Coun- 
ty hospital at midnight, when the latter was 
tod he might die, he refused to talk of the 
battle and asserted he was not sure of the 
identity of the man who shot him. 


Labor Leader Arrested. 

Frederick Pouchet, business agent of one of 
the branches of the union, was arrested at 
midnight at his residence, 5432 State street. 
He was taken to the hospital, and though 
Castleman had accused Pouchet he refused 
to identify him when he was arent to the 
hospital. | 

Pouchet denied any connection with the 

hooting, and said ‘he was not in the room 

He was locked up 
at the Harrison street station. 

Castleman resides at 285 Kast Ontario 
street, and eame from Cincinnati three 
months ago. He is an organizer of the ir- 
ternational association, and was sent here 
to patch up the breach existing between 
Locals 178 and 275 of the metal workers. 
Local 173 is the original body, and Pouchct 
has been its business agent for sixteen con- 
secutive terms.: On Feb. 18 an agreement 
with employers was reached by the body 
which ‘had seceded from the original union, 
and Castleman joined forces with that fac- 
tion.
